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Summary tit ihe War News. 


We take from the columns of the Tri- 


bfinc the following eicellent summary of 
the events which have transpired since the 
actual commencement of hostilit:es in K 
rope. Those.»ho find it as difficult as w 
do to digest in proper order the ecattere 
items found in various forms, a'ul withou 
chronological order will be glad of such 
succinct statement for future reference. 


On the 29th April, the"Austrian advance 


guard crossed the Ticino,without finding an 
resistance, and on the following day tin 
main body, followed. From Ihe first move- 
ments which were made on Arona (on thi 
Lago Mnggore, Novara and Vigevaro, tin 
direction of the atlack appeared to be to 
ward Vtrcelli and the-Turin road. The 
occupation of Vercclli, wh'oh took place or 
the lst,:on the morning of May 2d, am. 
telegrams., from. Switzerland stating that 
the forces of the invading army were conl 
centratedon the Sesia, tended to confirm 
this view. But this demonslralion seems 
to have been merely a: feint, destined io 
nlacrthe whole of the country between the 
Ticino and Sesia ulider contribution, and

real point of .attack was pointed out by n 
bullelin of General Gyulai, from

Now, the h'rst-namei 
point beim? iieir Ihe junction of' llie Setia 
and Po (a liltle eastward ol the junction of 
the Bormida wilh that river, and the thirt! 
a little more to the rear, but equi-distani 
from boih, a glance at the map will shon 
that the Austrians are .advancing r gains 
the Iront of the Piedmontese position be- 
hind the Po, extending from Cnsale to 
Alessandria, with its center toward Yaienzn, 
Further news, received by way of Tuiin, 
report that on the 3d Ihey threw bridge 
across the Po. near Cambio, and sent recon- 
noissances lowaid Tortona, on the southern 
bank of that river j and that they also 
riconnoilered nearly the whole front of ihe 
PiedmonteBe position but especially near 
Valenza, engaging the enemy on several 
points, in order lo induce him to show his 
forces. 
Theie were still rumors of an 


Austrian corps having debouched from 
Piacenza, and 'marched along the southern 
bank of the Po toward Alessandria, bul 
this report has not been confirmed; -till, 
taken in connection wilh the construction 
of bridges across the Po at Cambio, it was 
not an improbable movement. 


This was the aspect of the campaign up 


to the otli of May j and so far, and indeed 
through ihe whole lime since, ihe Austrian 
maneuvers have been marked by an exira- 
ordinary degree of slowness and caution, 
to say the least. A glance at the position 
of the other party may, however, throw 
some lighi on the state of the case. 


Before an Au3li ian crossed the fron tier 


the French began to pour into Piedmont! i 
On April 26th Ihs first troops arrived in 
Genoa j oii the same day the division o 
Gen. Bouat passed into Savoy, en sset 
Mont Ceni«, and arrived on the 30th ii 
Turin. On that day, 24,000 French uer 
in Aleseaudria, and about 46,000 in Turii 
and Susa. 
Since then the influx has ueei 


uninterrupted, but wilh far greater rapidity 
into Genoa than into Turin, and from boll 
points troops have been lent forward to 
Aletsandria.

victorious Auslrians would have been 
liberty to return on eilher bank of the P 
and lo drive the army of Afcsandria bai 
under the guns of its forlress by superii 
numbers. Had llie Auslrians actrd Vfil 
energy during the first two or three da) 
of the war, this might have 
been easi 


accomplished. 


There were not ihen forcts concentrate 


between Alessandria ami Casale to enda 
ger their proceedings; but, on ihe 3d, 4t 
and olh of May the case had changed, an 
the number of French who had arrived i 
the position and were still arriving from 
Genoa, must have been large enough t 
f well ihe force defending it to about 100 
000 men in all, bf whom 60,000 might hav 
been used for an attack by way of C'asale 
That this strength was thought sulfieien 
to cover Turin indirectly is proved by thi 
fact that even as early as the 3d boll 
French and Sardinian troops were being 
moved from the line of Ihe Dora to Ales 
sandria, and thus the tardiness of ihe Aus- 
tians permitted the allies to conclude in 
safely Ihat dangerous manuver, the concen 
tration of their forces in the position o 
Alessandria.
